Please amend claim _148 as 

.48 (amended) . A method of reducing the incidence or 


severity of a chronic immune-mediated disorder/ in a mammal which 
mprises administering to said mammal one pr more immunogens, 
according to an immunization schedule by Xrirtue of which the 
mammal receives, at one or more pharmaceutiaally acceptable doses 
of said immunogens, said administrations resulting in an immune 
response in said mammal which substantially reduces the incidence 
or severity of at least one chronic immyfne-mediated disorder in 
the mammal, 

the first dose of said immiLhization schedule being 
administered before the mammal's immune system arrives at a state 
of maturation comparable to that acjiieved at an age of 42 days 
after birth in a mouse or rat, 

where, if only one immunogen/is administered according to 
said immunization schedule, that immunogen is one other than BCG,
